Specification 

1 . The amendment filed 1 1/7/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the term windows is not 
mentioned nor explained in the specification. This term should be replaced with the 
terminology used in the specification.
